Of course this, if true, is meant for a ly
boost for tho governor's claims to tho
presidential nomination. Improbable as
that is now, it is no more so than many
other things that havo occurred in Amer-
ican politics, a placo where the principle
of tho survival of tho fittest as often fails
as it obtains, as applied to candidates
for public office.

As will bo seen, he holds to tho
doctrine of tin Eagle on the McKinley
bill, if not quito so radical as to silver.
Ho, however, admits that France and

If it should havo tho effect of stimulat-
ing the production of a better quality of
goods in all lines affected by it, that
would afford some compensation for the
increased burden of prices; but the ex-
perience of the country Iiih been the re-
verse of this, in largo measure, and this
has aided, as much as anything else, to
array public sentiment against tho prin-
ciple df protection.

All these are but the merest common-
places, and when one steps into tho realm
of fashion (and you know a person had
as well bo out of tho world as to be out
of fashion) tho forco of tho derogating
remanc last quoted in tho foregoing is
brought out in glaring vividness.

The president does not appear to be in
much of a hurry to fill the vacancy on
the supreme court bench. It was given
out shortly after tho death of Justice
Miller that tho vacancy would not bo
filled until after congress assembled,
leaving the impression that it would bo
done in a short time after the opening of
tho bes&ion.

its unconstitutionality, both of which
now seems probable, the most important
work of tho last session of congress will
havo been undone, though the effects of
these upon the country as evidenced at
the November election will bo felt for
some time to come. Experience is an
expensive teacher, but somo people will
not learn from any other.

Secretary Window's head is level. His
recommendation to purchase all the sur-
plus silver of tho country, and his en-
dorsement of the proposition to reduce
tho compulsory holdings of government
bonds bv the national banks, as provided
for in tho Plumb bill, shows that he is
disposed to facilitate the best means for
relieving tho existing financial strin-
gency.

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AN INTERVIEW WITH GOULD.

"The Wizard" Considers the Tariff Too
High-H-is Views as to Silver.

George Alfred Townsend, known to
newspaper men as "Gath" recently inter-
viewed Jay Gould and obtained from
him mateiial fora very interesting three-colum- n

article, in the form of an inter-
view, which he printed in the Cincinnati
Enquirer. Here are extracts from the
interview on the subjects of silver and
the tariff:

Mr. Gould said: "I think the national
banks have served a very good purpose.
It is very hard in the best condition of
things, for an active country like ours to
h.'ive no backsets, and we have been run-
ning along since 1877 quite prosperously,
counting out the little Mutter about lettt.
The trouble with our national hanking
system now is that we have been dis-

charging so much of the debt that wo
have abolisished or retired the
vehicle for banking. But this ac-

tion of congress to go on coining
say five million ounces of silver
per month, supplies a basis for $30,000.-00- 0

of business, and by February, I
apprehend, the $30,000,000 we have com-
menced to put out will all be out. and
that will be felt very decidedly in the
money market. Indeed, it may have
the effect of an inflation of the currency,
and stimulate things more than enough."

Quietly playing with a piece of paper
in his fingers, Mr. Gould said: I think
that the United State3 and France, be-

ing bimetallic countries, now have it in
their power, under tho good feeling of
dependence which exists between all the
great commercial countries, to bring
about a restorati n of bimetallism. You
see tho French havo 6hown themselves
with a silver coinage to be extremely
saving, and hence tho bank of France,
in spite of all that France has had to pay
since her war, has come forward to tho
assistance of England and Germany,
and it seems to me that the nations
and tho bankers all must take
a belter view of that prudence
which in Franco has conserved
the silver and helped the hard times ev-

erywhere. Now we are, I think, the
richest country today in the world, not
merely rich in our extensive country and
its great fertility, but rich in accumula-
tions. Indeed, I havo no doubt myself
that about $100,000,000 are now hidden
away in stockings. I do not mean liter-
ally stockings, such as the old ladies use,
but the coin has been taken out of busi-
ness ancTput into the safe deposits, tho
private safes, etc."

"Do you think that the McKinley t iriff
bill had anything to do with this with-
drawal of confidence?"

"Yes, it had something to do with it.
I think that congress sitting so long
through tho summer and far into tho
autumn was a detriment to confidence.
It was not clearly known what they
would do, and when at last they took
the extreme measure of putting up tho
tariff there was a rush for money to im-

port more goods than enough, and the
merchants went in debt, and being in
debt, they felt over-burden- or discour-
aged, and this was imparted to the peo-
ple."

"Is it your view that tho late elections
will terminate the tariff as a general
policy':"'

"Oh, no; there must not only b8 a
tariff to collect tho revenues, but a mod-
erate degree of protection is not objec-tiona- l.

Our system ought to bo pro-
tection in moderation; violence on either
side is to be deplored. Tho last congress
had no business to put any more duties
on. It was an error of judgment, and
has so been pronounced by the people. I
believe m protection, However, up to a
respectable figure; interference with
business is seldom a proper thing, and
the McKinley tariff bill turned out to bo
an interference. Jirst, m tinkering the
tariff upward and in forcing tho business
community to depart from their regular
methods of buying what was enough for
tho time. That is also my view on the
silver question. What stf ps they have
taken to increase the amount of the
silver coin aro all. I think, wo can take
care of. Wo have hitherto,
in spite of predictions to the contrary,
absorbed tho silver coinage, and it has
acted iii the nature of more currency.
If thev will stop now, the business soci-

ety will adapt itself to this already voted
increase. But the tendency is when you
get anything like that int politics to go
on and do too much. Let them let it
alone as it now is.''

"Is it not true that the French, being
in mai'i an agricultural people, can take
care of their silver better than wo who
aro speculative?'

"No. The French aro a speculative
people, too. uheii 1 was in .trance,
about ten years ago. I was invited by a
Mr. S. Philipart, who was abont open-
ing a new bunk, to come and see tho
subscriptions being taken. Well," said
Mr. Gould, ''there might have been a
quarter of n mile of peoplo thero in line
of all sorts, coming up to make their
subcriptions. Somo had $100 and some
$300, and some a great deal
more. It showed that the
French had confidence, and that they
were also a speculative race. You see
the adv ntages of that bimetallism is,
that when things get tight over there
and eople begin to withdraw their
money thev can pay them in silver,
which is heavy, and it takes no timo to
get it away. So there is no such drain
as nationshave which must pay right
out in gold and gold currency. A few
days of a check like thatrofteu brings a
sober, second thought to investors and
depositors, and cools off a panic We
must take care of this country that we
do not get hold of too much silver that
our gold will bo exported.'

"Is not that the case with Mexico?'
"Yes, they keep their gold and ship

their silver." These two metal3 are re-
quired to keep up tho equilibrium. I
think that this is now a prime question,
and that tho late excitement in England,
which was allayed by the help of France
will cause a .milder feeling than
the radical feeling which has for
somo time past prevailed among tho
extreme one standard men. The United
States has a moral advantage to unite
with France and 4riug to the attention
of Germany and England the silver aues-tio- n

again. It ought to be done, and the
combined action of the great civilized
powers would steady extremists here
and everywhere.

"Are you anything of a convert to Mr.
Blaine's notion of an extensive trade
with Spanish and Latin America?"

"I havo not been as enthusiastic on
that subject aa some others. That is to
say, I should not like to bnild a South
American railroad through the length of
that continent if I expected returns from
it in mv lifetime. I hone, however, that I

it will be built, if those willing to build I tvpica
it, w jirujjvr to ju iiiiuuu.

"You intimated that the tariff was
still an issue?'

"Oh. yes. If I had to make a new
tariff I would put back the duty on
sugar and give a Iwunty to tho raising of
both beet root and "cane sugar in the
United States, and then I think, in a
very few yean:, we should I exporting
sugar instead of paying so much for it.

"Could we also raise coffee in Amer
ica.--

"We might not be able to raise cot3fe,
but we .could raise it in Mexico, where
there is plenty of room. The best coffee,
you know, requires to grow upon an
altitude, and 3Iexico is well adapted to
that end."

ieefcat another place: "We must not
keep our tariff so high; foreign natfons
must send some of their' manufactures
hero fo export our cotton", breadstuffs,
meat, eto, and they must be paid for in
something which these countries can
raise. Legislators ought not to lose sight
of this necessary and healthy reciprocity
in trade. Suppose England was to adopt
a very exclusive policy and put a
high tariff on our breadstuffs. 1 have
no doubt that the effect would bo to
stimulate her agricultural prosperity,
which has been ruined mainly by tho
competition of this country."

TOPOLOBAMPO.

Camping at Guaymas, )

Dec. 8th, 1890. )
To the Editor of tho Enple.

On our arrival at Guaymas we pro-
ceeded at once to unload all the horses,
cattle, wagons, spring wagons, buggies
and other baggage intended to go with
the overland party to La Logia, a dis-

tance of 200 miles. Then the tents are
unloaded and we go into camp near tho
railroad depot. It required four days to
organize, rig up all the teams and wag-
ons, lay in supplies for eighty-tw- o per-
sons and feed for all the stock which
constitute the outfit going overland.
Thw party started four days ago, and
when tho long cavalcade proceeded
on its way along the principle street in
Guaymas it brought the population to
the sidewalks and doors along the line of
march as if it had been yircus day.
They movo on to their destenation in
two sections. The loose horses and
most of the wagons will movo forward
as rapidly as possible so as to meet tho
main jwrty that goes by boat and be
ready to begin operations at the earliest
dite, while a few of the teams will
acdontpany the cattle, and move along
at their leisure. The steamer Romero
Rubio is due at this port
tonight. We have chartered her
for 1,000 to carry ourselves,
our baggage and all our freight to tho
pier at Topolobampo. She will make
the run in about thirty hours. When
there we will again go into camp and
await tho arrival of the overland party.
This trip of ours partakes more the na-
ture of an excursion of pleasure seeking
tourists than of a train of emigrants.
The wholo party are in fine health and
spirits and are enjoying themselves in a
very pleasant manner. They spend
their time taking in the town, fishing,
boating, bathing in the surf,
and "gathering up Hie Ehelb on
the eea shore. The weather
hero at present is all that
could be desired, one wakes up in the
morning with a feeling of serene restful-nes- s

and warmth. The temperature w
so eTeu and unchangable. The fish and
oyster peddlers come around every
morning by daylight with great long
boneless strips of line fish hanging on
each end of a long pole carried orer the
shoulder, enough In each piece to satisfy
a large family for ten cents. And oysters
two bits a hundred. We havo oyster
on the lialf shell, oystens stewed, oysters
fried and fccolloped, till we cant rest for
a mere trifle.

Since coming to Guaymas w have in-

creased our population. We have had an
addition of two Americans to our party.
That is, one of our Kansas heifers
dropped a fine Aberdeen Polled Angus
bull slf, and Mrs. Whitael, of Strang.
Nebraska, was delivered a few night ago
of a leautiful 31exican girl baby. Thus
we keep right .along' with our coloniza- - j

tion work from the word go.
